Atter Hard Fought Legal Battle, Jury 
Assesses Punishment at 5 Years. 
The attorneys and witnesses in (he 
Deneaner and Fezini cases have all 
returned from Hempstead where they 
have been since the 18th. 
The De- 
n ean er case, which was put on trial 
first, 
and stubbornly contested 
by 
both sides, was concluded yesterday 
morning, the jury bringing in a vert 
dict of guilty and assessing his pun­ 
ishment at five years in the peniten­ 
tiary. 
The case of John Fezini, co­ 
defendant with Deneaner, was con­ 
tinued until the next term of court. 
Joe Fezini, the 
other 
defendant, 
in the case was tried here soon after 
the killing, convicted and given two 
years in the penitentiary. 
He has 
already served his time out and is 
back at home. 
The crime, a most revolting one, was 
committed some three years ago last 
September, in the country, some five 
or six miles 
northwest 
of 
Bryan. 
These three Italians went to the home 
of another Italian who was not at 
home at the time, but was picking 
cotton close by ami soon came in. 
A 
difficulty arose between him and the 
three men who were armed, and in 
the fight which followed, the Italians 
wife was killed, her head being lit­ 
erally blown off. 
The three defendants escaped and 
remained in hiding for some time, 
finally surrendering however to Sher­ 
iff Nail, and upon writ of hebeas cor­ 
pus were admitted to bail. 
It has been a fierce legal battle that 
has followed, with one of them con­ 
victed and his term served out, and 
now another convicted 
and 
under 
sentence of five years. 
The third has 
yet to face a jury of his peers.
